Opening the Inquiry, the Coroner 
said they had met to inquire into 

- the circumstances surrounding the 
deaths of two persons, Hugo 
Amburg and his wife, who' wero, 
as far ag they knew, German 
" subjects. ante deaths occurred 
on the 6th November last. and at 
that time they had arrived in the 
Colony only avery few days pre- 
viously. They were then staying 
at the Hongkong Hotel. On the. 5th 
inst. it. was discovered that Mrs, 
Amburg had taken poison, She 
was sent to the Government Civil 
Hospital.and she survived till the 
following day. On that day. in 
consequence of certain statements 
given tothe police the deceased, 
Mr. Amburg, was detained by the 
police and whilst under detention 
in the afternoon he was informed 
that his wife was dying and be 
jumped from the first floor verandah 
and was killed. The Inquiry, con- 

s Cluded the Coroner, was purely 
formal, but there were two points 
of interest. The first was to find 
out whether the husband was in 
any way responsible for his wife's 
death and, secondly, whether the 
Police Department wasin. way to 
blame for. ‘the circumstances 
- surrounding the ‘husband's death, 

FRIEND'S STORY. 

After evidence, had been giyen

Dr. Smalley, Medical Officer at 
the Government Civil Hospital, said 
that death in the case of Mr. Ame 
burg was duc toa fractured skull.

case of Mrs. Amburg and found 
that, death was due to poisoning 
by chloride of mercury, 

Dr. Smalley then related the 
circumstances surrounding the 
admission of Mrs. Amburg to 
hospital. - This was at 10 p.m. oa 
the Sth. He was present when 
Mrs, Amburg was brought {n. : She |: 
showed symptoms of accute irritant 
poisoning. Her. husband. accom.|, 
panied her to the hospital and he 
was very distressed. Mrs, Amburg 
had just a small chance that. she 
might recover, but, sh@’ gradually. 
grew’ weaker: and weaker and 
nothing could be done for her as 
she had taken such .an enormous 
dose. Hercase was hopeless. It 
was really hopeless from the 
beginning. She died at 2.25-a.m.,' 
on the 7th. 


Witness then spoke of the visit 
of Amburg and Mr. Ryan to the 
hospital on the niorning of the 6th. 
Amburg had stayed with his wife 
most of the night. [n.the mornin, 
Mr. Ryan came to seehim Grima 
and said that Mr. Amburg would 
probably commit suicide. “TI 
agreed , with him entirely,” added 
Dr. Smalley, “so f rang up Central 
Police Station about 11.15 am, I 
snoke to the: Inspector on duty in 
the charge-room and:+ explained 
that there was a mdn in the hospital 
who wanted to commit suicide.

‘ACTIVITIES OF THE 
KRA, 


We have received the following 
resumé of the activities of the Com- 
mittee of the Kowloon Residents’ 
Association during the past few 
weeks -— 

KOWLOON HOSPITAL. 


‘In a letter to the Government, 
relative to the extreme tardiness 
whish continues to mark the con- 
struction of the proposed Kowloon 
the Association ex- 
pressed its regret that, judging 
‘from the speeches made during the 
recent Budget Debate, the Govern- 
ment does not view the comple- 
tion of the hospital as a matter 
of urgency, apparently because 

“prospective patients are not 
over-taxing the resources of other 
institutions in the Colony, more 
especially the Peak Hospital.” It 
was again pointed out to the Gov- 
ernment that in the opinton of the 
Association not only does there 
exist a need for the Kowloon Hos- 
pital, but an urgent need, regarding 
which statistics from other jns- 
titutions can be no possible index. 
The Association further pointed 


out that if the Government spends 
at the rate’ provided for in the 
Estimates, the work cannot be 
finished before the, end of 1925—a 
date two years later than ‘that first 
promised. It stated that on look- 
ing round the Colopy and seeing 
the virtual completion of such big 
buildings as the new offices of the 
A.B.C,,; the building on the site 
of the old Post Office and Supremo 
Court, thenew P. & O. Offices and 
the'new Bank of Canton, all of 
which were started subsequent to 
the levelling of the site of Kow- 
loon’s hospital, there was every 
reason to ask why the. fougdations 
of the hospital building had not 
yet been laid. It suggested that if 
Government -Departments and 


contractors were overloaded with

CORONATION ‘ROAD. 

A further letter was addressed 
to the Goyernment again. calling 
attention to the dangerous bend at 
the junction of Nathan and Corona- 
tion Roads, expressing the hope 
that the quarrying of stone then be- 
ing zarried out on the site would 
not hinder the straightening of this 
portion of roadway. In reply, the 
Government has stated that already 
tenders have been invited for the 
removal of the obstruction, and that 
‘it is hoped before long to abolish 
the present dangerous curve. 


Referring to the unsatisfactory be 


condition, of the surface of 
Gascoigne Road, the Association 
urged upon the Government the 
necessity for immediate repairs in 
the. interests of public safety.
